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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Tottington  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1972,  information  for  the 
previous  four  years  is  included  so  that  it  is  possible  to  compare 
conditions  over  the  past  five  years. 

The  population  continued  to  increase  and  another  67O  persons 
were  estimated  to  live  in  Tottington  at  the  middle  of  1972.  In  the 
same  way,  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by  150,  thus  showing 
that  the  District  is  still  expanding  at  quite  a  fast  rate. 

You  will  note  too,  that  the  number  of  births  has  kept  at  the 
same  level  as  for  the  previous  two  year,  although  the  adjusted  birth 
rate  per  1,000  population  appears  to  have  halved. 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the  death  rate  remained  more  or 
less  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  Although  infant  mortality  rate 
went  up,  compared  with  the  previous  two  year,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  this  occurs  in  comparatively  small  figures;  thus  there  was  only 
one  infant  death  in  1970,  three  in  1971,  and  four  in  1972,  but  this  is 
reflected  in  the  rate  per  1,000  as  shown  in  Section  9  of  Table  1. 

Again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  during  this  year,  which . reflects  well  on  all  the  services  involved. 

The  Table  on  page  8  shows  the  Causes  of  Death,  and  you  will  note 
once  again  that  the  greatest  number  occur  in  Coronary  -2 0,  Heart  Diseases 
-  37,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  -  27,  etc. 

Infectious  Diseases  were  comparatively  few,  being  only  twenty- 
eight,  of  which  twenty  seven  were  due  to  measles.  This,  again,  is  a  good 
indication  of  the  level  of  health  in  the  under-five  population. 

It  is  most  disheartening  to  record  that  there  is  no  sign  of  the 
new  Health  Centre  being  started  at  the  same  time  of  writing  this  letter. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  long  delayed. 

irobably  this  will  be  the  last  written  report  with  which  I  shall 
be  involved  since  re-organisation  of  the  local  government  and  national 
health  services  will  overtake  us  during  the  early  part  of  next  year  and 
thus  there  will  be  no  opportunity  to  produce  a  full  annual  report  for  1973. 


2. 


Time  along  will  tell  whether  the  new  re-organisation  affecting  both 
local  government  and  the  health  services  will  benefit  the  community 
at  large.  As  far  as  I  can  see  the  biggest  difficulty  will  be  the 
continuing  relationships  between  the  successors  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  new  local  government  district.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  co-operation  which  has  existed  for  very  many 
years  will  continue  between  the  health  services  and  the  environment 
health  department  of  the  future. 

May I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  Councillors  in  general  for  their  support 
and  co-operation  during  my  term  of  office  over  the  past  ten  years. 

I  also  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
cheerful  and  unstinted  support  and  help  at  all  times.

Social  Conditions  of  District 

The  area  is  primarily  rural  in  character.  The  centres  of  population 
and  industry  are  concentrated  in  five  villages  and  two  hamlets.  Outside 
these  centres  are  established  mainly  dairy  farming  and  smallholding.  The 
industries  in  the  district  include  'Weaving  and  finishing  of  cloth,  packing 
case  making,  the  re-conditioning  of  machinery,  the  preparation  of  industiral 
waxes,  the  manufacture  of  clothing  and  the  manufacture  of  carpets  and 
blinds. 

There  is  a  considerable  development  as  a  residential  area,  particularly 
in  Greenmount  and  Tottington,  this  trend  continued  during  the  period,  new 
houses  were  completed  as  follows  :-  1966  -  192;  1967  -  101;  1968  -  193* 

1969  -  291 ;  1970  -  375;  1971  -  153;  1972  -  59;  a  total  of  1,364. 
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SECTION  B  -  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES  FCR  THE  AREA 


The  Lancasliire  County  Council,  under  the  Rational  Health  Service 
Act,  is  the  responsible  authority  for  the  provision  and  maintenance  of 
local  health  services  such  as  Child  Welfare,  Mental  Health,  Care  of 
School  Children  and  Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  are  administered 
under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Committee  No.  12  from  headquarters  in  Bury.  The  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  is,  in  addition,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban 
District. 


Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Patients 
are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  responsible  for  tb«  remainder 
of  local  health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters  likely  to 
affect  our  standards  of  environmental  health.  These  services  include :- 

Control  of  Infectious  Disease  (including  food  poisoning); 
Examination  of  Water  Supplies;  Control  of  food  and  food  preparing 
premises  (including  the  sampling  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  other  foodstuffs 
for  bacteriological  examination);  Provisions  of  sanitary  accommodation 
to  houses,  factories,  shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of 
public  sanitary  conveniences;  Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to 
fitness  for  human  habitation;  Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances; 
Theprevention  of  atmospheric  pollution;  Control  of  rat,  mouse  and 
insect  infestations;  Control  of  cleansing,  disposal  of  refuse  and 
sewage;  Control  of  offices  and  shops. 

The  examinati  n  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream  and  samples  of 
other  foods,  and  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is  undertaken 
without  charge'  to  the  Council  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
a t  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Wi'thington  Hospital,  Manchester. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  food  and  water  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  analyst,  Preston,  on  a  fee  paying  basis.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

This  will  be  the  last  Annual  Report  submitted  to  tve  Tottington 
Urban  District  Council.  Since  1961  the  Health  Department  staff  at 
Ramsbottom  have  been  responsible for  the  service  at  Tottington,  one 
Public  Health  Inspector  operating  full  time  in  the  area.  The  services 
of  the  Smoke  Control  Assistant  has  been  shared  between  the  two 
authorities,  as  have  the  Rodent  Control  Operative. 

Since  the  survey  of  the  Department,  carried  out  by  tH« 

Lancashire  County  Council  Health  Department  in  1964,  consider  ble  progress 
has  been  made  in  implementing  the  recommendations  made  at  that  time. 

The  number  of  unfit  houses  has  been  reduced  from  two  hundred  and 
twenty  three  to  ninety-one,  of  which  some  sixty-six  are  likely  to  be 
capable  of  being  made  fit. 

The  Council  have  completed  the  provision  of  a  mains  supply  of 
water  in  conjunction  with  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks  to  the  more 
rural  part  of  the  area.  There  are  few  houses  now  not  within  a  reasonable 
distance  of  a  public  water  main. 

The  Smoke  Control  programme  commenced  in  196?,  with  a  target  date 
for  completion  in  1973 9  will  it  is  hoped  be  complete  by  the  end  of  1974, 
all  procedural  steps  having  been  taken  before  the  authority  ceases  as  a 

local  government  unit  in  March  1974 . 

The  provision  of  sewage  disposal  facilities  for  the  Affetside, 
Three  Lane  and  Four  Lane  Ends,  Bradshaw  Road,  and  Cann  Itreet  Area  will 
be  a  reality  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  leaving  only  isolated 
premises  relying  on  septic  tank  drainage. 

The  Urban  District  Council,  soon  to  become  a  partner  in  the 
Metropolitan  District  Council  of  Bury,  will  be  joining  this  new  authority 
with  a  minimal  number  of  problems  in  the  public  health  field. 

The  re-organisation  of  the  area  will  bring  changes  in  policies 
and  programmes  of  work.  The  provision  of  a  satisfactory,  quick  and 
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personal  service  for  the  many  mundane  but  important  matters  which  go 
to  make  up  the  environmental  health  service  will  lie  with  the  new 
authority,  which  as  one  of  your  officers  I  hope  to  serve. 

[•his  vill  be  the  last  time  that  I  shall  be  reporting  to  the 
Council  in  tnis  capacity.  I  wish  therefore  to  conclude  with  a 
particularly  sincere  expression  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  keen  interest,  on  behalf  of  the 
public  which  we  all  serve,  in  matters  of  environmental  health,  and 
to  all  those  Chairmen  and  members  I  have  had  the  honour  to  be 
associated  with  since  1961 . 

In  addition  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
generous  support  of  the  Council's  Medical  Officers  over  a  number  of 
years,  and  in  particular  Dr.  T.  Seymour  Jones,  your  present  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  has  maintained  an  excellent  relationship 
with  the  staff  of  his  department,  and  for  the  wholehearted 
co-operation  of  the  Chief  Officers,  Mr.  Barratt  and  Mr.  Masters, 
and  their  staffs.  In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  a  loyal  and 
conscientious  staff  and  body  of  employees  for  their  all  important 
contribution  to  this  important  service.

1 •  Water  Supply 

The  mains  supply  is  provided  by  the  3olton  Corporation  and 
serves  the  villages  of  Tottington,  'Walshaw,  Greenmount,  Hawkshaw, 
Affetside  and  Four  lane  Ends. 

The  more  isolated  farm  properties  are  dependent  upon  private 
supplies. 

Topographically  the  majority  of  the  private  supplies  in  the 
area  are  unsatisfactory,  being  liable  to  pollution,  and  this  is 
increased  by  the  crude  construction  of  collecting  tanks  and 
storage  tanks,  many  of  which  are  inadequately  protected  against 
contamination. 

The  majority  of  private  supplies  are  unfit  bacteriologically , 
some  eighty  separate  sources  have  been  in  use.  These  have  been 
considerably  reduced  during  the  last  two  years,  due  to  mains 
connections.  In  all  cases  of  unsatisfactory  results  the  occupiers 
of  houses  supplied  from  these  sources  have  been  warned  in  writing 
by  the  Medical  Officer  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

In  October  1970  a  mains  water  supply  became  available  to  the 
whole  of  the  rural  part  of  the  area  and  the  delivery  of  water  by 
tanK  trailer  ceased  in  October  1970,  and  a  total  of  139  houses 
have  been  connected  to  the  public  main.  A  number  of  houses  are 
at  distances  from  the  new  main  which  makes  a  mains  connection 
uneconomic .

All  supplies  from  public  mains  were  satisfactory. 

Grants  -  Common  Service  lipes  -  Housing  Act, 1964 ,Section  94 

The  Council  paid  a  grant  up  to  a  maximum  of  £19?  or  half  the 
cost,  whichever  is  the  least,  towards  the  cost  of  installing 
separate  water  service  pipes,  up  to  the  end  of  1972,  the  grant  is 
now  £30,  or  half  the  cost.  During  the  period  7  grants  were  made 
at  a  total  cost  of  £105. 

2.  Sewage  and  Drainage. 

The  main  sewerage  system  serves  the  villages  of  Tottington, 
Greenmount,  Hawkshaw  and  Walshaw.  These  sewers  discharge  into  the 
sewerage  system  of  the  County  Borough  of  Bury  and  all  sewage  is 
treated  at  their  works.  A  small  number  of  properties  in  the 
Green  mount  area  discharge  into  the  Ramsbottom  U.D.C.  sewer  system, 
tarts  of  Greenmouht,  the  village  of  Affetside,  the  hamlets  of 
Four  Lane  Ends  and  Three  Lane  Ends  along  ,v?  t h  outlying  property  to 
the  west  of  the  District,  are  without  a  sewe rage  system.  A  sewer 
system  for  the  Bradshaw  Road,  Harwood  Road,  Cann  Street,  Four  Lane 
Ends  and  Affetside  areas  received  official  approval,  and  work  was 
commenced  in  1973  from  Bradshaw  Road  laying  a  sewer  system.  It  is 
hoped  that  on  completion  this  will  result  in  a  reduction  of  pail 
closets. 

I'he  great  majority  of  properties  in  the  unsewered  areas  have 
pail  closets,  some  118  in  number,  which  are  emptied  by  the  Cleansing 
Department  of  the  Bury  County  Borough  weekly,  but  69  premises  have 
septic  tanks  of  one  type  or  another.  The  regular  emptying  of  septic 
tanks  is  likely  to  increase  as  new  plant  is  installed.  Septic  tanks 
are  emptied  as  required,  free  of  charge  (once  per  year),  the  special 
machine  for  this  purpuse  being  hired  from  Ramsbottom,  Rawtenstall, 
Turton  local  authorities. 

There  are  in  addition  some  26  waste  water  closets  situated 
mainly  in  the  villages  of  Tottington  and  Walshaw.

No  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  during 
the  period-  To  encourage  this  type  of  conversion  the  Council  offer 
a  grant  of  ^QF/o  of  the  cost,  subject  to  a  maximum  of  £16,  payable  to 
the  owner  on  completion  of  the  work  if  this  is  carried  out  with  the 
Council’s  approval.

3 o  lublic  Cleansing . 

The  cleansing  of  the  district  is  organised  on  a  weekly  basis. 

The  council  provide  k'o  vehicles,  a  25  cu.  yd.  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper 
with  hydraulic  packing  mechanism,  and  a  35  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  vehicle. 
The  smaller  vehicle  carries  a  crew  of  three  men  and  collects  from 
.i living  areas.  The  larger  vehicle  carrying  a  crew  of  six  men  is 
employed  emptying  bins  only  from  the  larger  villages.  Maintenance 
of  these  vehicles  is  carried  out  by  the  S.E. L.N.E.C.  Transport 
Authority  (Northern  Division)  and  the  willing  co-operation  of  the 
Manager,  Mr.J.Mort,  and  his  staff  is  acknowledged. 

During  the  period  under  review,  due  to  housing  development  and 
introduction  of  smoke  control  areas,  the  number  of  dustbins  to  be 
emptied  is  now  5^242.  Staffing  difficulties  over  a  number  of  years 
resulted  in  trie  Council  introducing  a  Bonus  Scheme  in  1966.  The 
staff,  2  drivers  and  7  ashbinmen,  manage  to  deal  with  the  work  load 
maintaining  a  weekly  collection,  except  for  holiday  periods  and 
during  extreme  'winter  conditions. 

:he  Council  make  a  free  issue  of  paper  or  plastic  sacks  to  all 
householders  during  the  two  local  holidays  weeks  and  at  Christmas. 

A  free  collection  service  for  bulky  household  articles  was 
commenced  in  April,  1970  and  is  well  used.  The  Department  have  found 
difficulties  in  maintaining  this  service  des  ite  overtime. 

action  has  been  taken  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967,  for 
the  removal  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles.  Cars  are  disposed  of  on 
request  for  a  fee  of  £2-50.  A  charge  of  £5  is  made  when  owners  who 
have  abandoned  cars  are  traced. 
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The  department  empties  weekly  a  total  of  approximately  5 » 242 
dustbins  and  11.8  pail  closets,  in  addition  to  periodically 
em :  ring  septic  tanks. 

All  refuse  is  tipped  at  the  Ramsbottom  U.D.C.tip,  the  Council 
paying  according  to  an  agreed  formula.  existing  tipping  facilities 
will  last  until  1st  April  1974,  but  at  that  time  alternative 
facilities  will  be  needed.  The  appropriate  working  party  has  been 
made  aware  of  the  urgency  of  providing  an  alternative  disposal 
point.  This  reponsibility  will  fall  to  the  Metropolitan  County  of 
Manchester . 


The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  now  collected  by  agreement 
with  the  Bury  C.B.  Cleansing  Department,  along  with  a  collection 
of  dustbins,  a  purpose  built  vehicle  being  used  fc-r  this  work. 

Dustbins  to  B.3.S.  792,  3 r  cu. yd.  are  supplied  by  the  Council, 
i  ’  requested,  on  repayment  at  cost  price  without  added  delivery  charges. 
1  remises  are  normally  provided  with  dustbins  by  either  owners  or 
occupiers.  A  total  of  ll8  bins  wore  sold  during  1972. 

Street  sweeping  and  snow  clearance  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Surveyor,  Mr.  P.H. Masters.

No  visits  were  made  to  factories  during  the  period  in  regard  to 
boiler  plant.  The  problem  of  smoke  emissions  has  largely  been 
associated  with  hand-fired  Lancashire  Boilers,  ’"hese  are  being 
replaced  by  oil-fired  boilers. 

Approved  typed  fire  grates  in  all  new  houses  are  now  required 
under  the  Building  .Regulations,  1965* 

Tottington  U.D.C.  is  one  of  the  official  ’’black  area”  authorities. 
Tottington  U.D.C.  is  amember  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Clean  Air 
Council  and  the  South-Last  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire  Consultative 
Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

In  1967  the  Council  approved  a  comprehensive  smoke  control  area 
programme,  the  district  being  divided  into  seven  proposed  smoke  control 
areas.  Subject  to  financial  requirements,  it  was  proposed  to  aim  at 
a  completion  date  by  1975*  It  is  hoped  by  combining  Areas  6  and  7  to 
have  submitted  the  last  smoke  control  orders  for  confirmation  before 
the  1st  April  197*+. 

The  first  smoke  control  area,  No.l.  covering  the  southern  end  of 
the  district  and  involving  544  premises,  and  covering  132  acres,  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  December  1968.  The  No.  2  area  covering 
Walshaw  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1970;  this  involves  347 
premises  and  covers  110  acres.  No. 3  area,  comprising  793  premises  and 
covering  304  acres,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July  1971*  Nc .  4  area 
was  surveyed  in  1971  and  submitted  for  approval  the  operative  date  to  be 
1st  July,  1973.  The  survey  of  No. 5  area  was  completed  during  the  year, 
and  areas  No. 6  and  Mo. 7  are  to  be  dealt  with  as  one  area  to  be  submitted 
by  1973. 

A  Smoke  Control  Assistant  was  appointed  in  September  1969 1  to  carry 
out  duties  in  connection  with  smoke  control  areas.  This  was  a  joint 
appointment  with  Ramsbottom  U.D.C. 

A  volumetric  and  sulphur-di-oxide  recorder  has  been  in  operation 
at  the  Town  Hall  since  February  1962.  This  is  carried  out  in  conjunction 
with  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry. 
The  results  obtained  on  this  instrument  are  appended  below,  and  show  an 
interesting  comparison  over  the  five  years  period.  The  fall  in  smoke  over 
the  last  five  years  is  considerable,  while  the  sulphur  di-oxide  is  less 
satisfactory.

SECTION  E  -  HOUSING. 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 


The  majority  of  houses  situated  in  the  main  villages  are 
constructed  of  stone,  usually  in  short  terraces.  These  houses  are 
substantially  sound,  some  lacking  only  facilities  such  as  hot  water 
supplies,  bathroom  and  interior  sanitation.  In  many  of  these  houses 
the  facilities  have  been  provided  since  the  properties  were 
constructed  but  many  houses  still  lack  them.  It  is  hoped  that  more 
owners  will  take  advantage  of  the  system  of  grants  available  to 
provide  these  facilities.  A  large  area  of  more  recent  development 
is  situated  in  the  village  of  Greenmount,  in  Walshaw,  in  Tottington 
centre,  and  at  Hawkshaw,  being  mainly  larger  type  semi-detached 
or  detached  houses  and  bungalows  of  good  quality  which  have  all 
the  required  facilities.  Considerable  housing  development  is 
continuing  in  the  area  of  the  Urban  District.  The  property  in  the 
more  outlying  districts  is  mainly  stone  built  cottage  type  constructed 
in  small  folds  or  blocks  usually  lacking  a  sewer.  Mains  water  is 
now  available  to  a  large  part  of  this  area,  and  sewage  disposal 
facilities  are  in  the  process  of  being  provided.  This  will  enable 
many  of  these  sub-standard  properties  to  be  brought  up  to  standard 
using  improvement  grants. 

A  few  pockets  of  property  exist  where  there  is  disrepair  and 
these  may  require  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  for  clearance;  this  is 
however  not  a  major  problem. 

There  remain  in  the  area  some  ninety  one  houses  which  are  likely 
to  be  unfit;  of  these  at  least  some  sixty-six  are  likely  to  be  suitable 
for  making  fit. 

In  1969  the  I ublic  Health  Inspector  was  appointed  as  the 
Authorised  Officer,  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  in  connection  with 
the  issuing  of  qualification  Certificates.

Sixty-one  improvement  schemes  were  completed  during  the  period.
